TROUBLES WITH NATEVE TRIBES 
. IN YUNNAN. ; 


gives.an account in the Peking Gazette of 
cartain ‘raiding expeditions conductad by 
tha Sha tribea_ in the pectectnres -of 
Knangnan ond Kuanghai_in-the. province of 
Yannan. Tho aborigines in this. tyact of 
country are divided into’ numerous tribes, 
some of which.ate peaceful enough, but the 
majority of whom are too stupid tomake a 
living by honest meang aud have long 
practised raiding os 0 profession. The 
aborigines in the Ch‘iupei district undor 
the leadorship of Lu sung have com: 
mitted depredations on the Chinese aottlers 
in the neighbourhovd for 0 series of yeata, 
and frequent complaints of thoir outrageous 
behaviour have been lodged with the. local 
authorities, The locality adjoins the pro. 
vince of Kuangesi, and. the depredators aro 
no sooner disledged.in ono place than they 
betake thomselves to another. . During the 
second moon of tho preseut year a rapori 
was recoived from the Magistrate of 
Shihteung atating that La Yieung bad: 
appeared in tho district with a following 
of $00 ‘mon and was’ committing the 
gravest -outrages against -both life and 
property. A dey ortwo later his following 
had increased to five or-six hundred mon 
and an attack was-threatened upon the dis- 
trict town.. A force of troops waa sent to 
oppose their progresss, and afters contest, 
the aborigines took refuge in an empty 
house where. they made ‘preparations. for 
standing a siege. One of the prominont 
notors an the aide of the aborigines was 
shot through a hole in the wall, and two of 
the inmatea wore made prisonera, Accord- 
ing to their depositions, the object of tha 
Present movement was to test the strength 
of tho new Magistrate, On recoiving nowa 
of the rising the Viceroy despatched a 
ody of 300 seldiers under the command of 
a Brigadier Goneral to check the insur- 
gents, who by this time numbered ‘over a 
thousand strong and, were herrying ‘the 
whole country. The Genoral’s amall force 
was cloaely hommed in by the aborigines, 
and reinforcements had to be sent tohis asaia- 
tance. The Imperial forces altogether num- 
bered 840 men dividad. into two battalions, 
and preparations were made for a fresh 
onslaught upoo the enemy. A. skirmish 
took place in which four of the Imporialiate 
were killed and twenty others wounded.

FORTUNE-TELLING IN HONGKONG. 


From 2 caso’ which came before Mr Wise
